Lincoln, Reb., July 21.—William 
Jennings Bryan was nominated by 
acclamation as the prohibition par- 
ty’s presidential nominee at the na- 
tional convention today. The nomi- 
nation came after a resolution ten- 
dering him the position of standard- 
bearer had brought out the fact in 
debate that he had telegraphed 
friends ‘here. that he “could not ac- 


cept.” 


In naming Mr. Bryan,, the conven- 
tion upset precedent, as well as its 


_ program, by, selecting the candidate 


on the first day. Nominations were 
not scheduled until Friday. 

The nomination came after a 
stampede of the delegates, which was 
started by the resolution of W. G. 
Colderwood, of Minnesota, “tender- 
ing’ Mr. Bryan the leadership and 
asking him to reply promptly to the

If the weather man wants At- 
lanta to be absolutely normal for 
the year 1920—as to rainfall—he 
will let it rain during the rest of 
the year only just exactly as much 
as it had ‘rained in the month of 
July up until noon Wednesday. 
That sounds involved, and it’s not a 
frame-up. Listen to the explana- 
tion: 

An average year’s rainfall for 
So far this 
year it has already rained 43.47 
inches. During these first twenty- 
one days of July it has fained 5.89 
inches. Add your 5.89 to your 43.47 
and you get your 49.36—simple? 
The weather man didn't know all 
that when he gaVe out the figures. 
it takes a mathematical reporter to 
figure out all those things, but 
you’re welcome to it. 

If the year had started out in 
January, and on the first day re- 
solved to be normal, and hadn't 
fallen from grace at all, the rain- 
fall so far wouldn’t have been but 
29.07. But that. wasn’t the case, 
and Wednesday afternoon ythe 
weather records were burdened with 
an excess of 14.50 inches of per- 
fectly good rainfall they didn’t have 
Any use for at present. The norma! 
for July is 4.73 inches and it has 
already rained 5.89 worth, Pc ae nine

The biggest excess rainfall for 


any month of the current year hap- 
pened during Marcn, Wiel Wetiue: 
to the amount of 10.95 inches dam- 
pened local real-estate, preserving 
unto tradition an excess .of.

New York, July 21.—While Lieu- 
tenant Colonel John KE. Hunt, re- 
tired, former commanding officer 
of the United States disciplinary 
barracks, Fort Jay, was facing 
court-martial today for alléged ne- 
glect of duty in connection with 
the escape of Grover Cleveland 
Bergdoll, wealthy draft dodger, the 
convicted deserter’s half brother. 
Edwin R. Bergaoli, walked into 
headquarters at Governor’s Island 
and gave himself up after having 
been sought for moge than two 
years on a similar charge. 

‘With Bergdoll at the time of the 
surrender, which was wholly un- 
expected, was James .Romig,. of 
Philadelphia, and another half 
brother, Charles Braun. Romig, a 
friend of the Bergdoll family, is 
under indictment with Mrs. Berg- 
doll as a result of the recent es- 
cape in Philadelphia of Grover C. 
Bergdoll. Grover eluded military 
guards in whose custody he was 
released from Governor's Island to 
go to Maryland in search of $150,- 
000 he claimed to nave ouried in

Columbus, Ohio, July 21.—Com- 
pletion of campaign plans today 
engrossed Governor Cox, the dem- 
ocratic presidential nominee; Gebrge 
White, the new national committee 
chairman, and other leaders remain- 
ing over from yesterday’s conclave 
of democrats. While hotel lobbies 
and other public places o #£=filowed 
with republicans en route to Marion 
for their presidential notification 
ceremonies. the democratic leaders 
worked all day in Governor Cox's of- 
fice and hotel conference rooms. 

Announcement’ of the special dem- 
ocratic campaign committee was 
planned ‘for tomorrew. Chairman 
White ‘said its personnel had beén 
fixed tentatively at fifteen, dis- 
tributed over the country, and with 
women represented. Delay in mak- 
ing selection was secured by nec- 
essary consultations with, and ap- 
proval from state» democratic “ or-" 
ganiaztaions, Governor Cox, who 
said he understoo@ Mri White would | 
tae et teed chpirman of the spe- 

committee, » conferred on its 
personnel with the’ chr'-~an and 
E. H. Moore, the governor's late 
manager. 
Notification Dates. “= 

Notification dates for Governor 
Cox\and Franklin D. Roosevelt, the 
vice presidential nominee, were vif- 
tually settled for August 7 and 9, 
respectively, and it was announced 
that both candidates would start al- 
most immediately thereafter on 
speaking tours, Governor Cox in 
the central and eastern states, and 
Mr. Roosevelt in the west.

details considered.“ Governor Cox 
said he had heard only New York.

Political Surveys. 

Political surveys of se 1 states 
were had today by Governor Cox 
with state leaders. He discussed 
the Maine suation in detail with 
Mrs. G. M. Pattangall, that state's 
national .committeewoman. 

“She called attention to the fact,” 
said. Governor Cox,- “that Maine 
went republican by only 5,000 in 
1918, when there was a strong re- 
publican trend.” 

The Massachusetts field wag dis- 
cussed by the governor with -Ed- 
ward W. Quinn, the Bay State's na- 
tional committeeman, who was said 
to have repdérted conditions good. . 

To inquire into the Kentucky sit- 
vation, Governor. Cox today tele- 
graphed Senator Beckham, of Ken- 
tucky, to come here soon for con- 
asultation.

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HALT BOLL WORM 
WITH QUARANTINE 


Department of Agricul- 
ture Authorizes Segrega- 
tion of Cotton Areas in 
Louisiana and Texas.

Washington, July 21.—In an effort 
to curb the spread of the pink boll 


worm in the cotton belt, the depart- 
ent of agriculture today author- 


ized a quarantine. effective August 
1, which will be appliacble to areas 
in Louisiana and Texas known to 


infestation. State <«utharities wi’ 
co-operate in enforcing the quaran- 
tine. it wak stated. 

“The growing crop must be under 
the full control of state authorities,” 
the department of-agriculture’s an- 
nouncement said. “in coroperation 
with federal authorities. who may 
inspect fields as often as necessary 
and may require prompt destruction 
Of any cotton in. fields that are 
found to be infested.” 

Cotton Seed Control, 

Enforcement of the 
regulations will include, the, depart: 
rent ©*i?. eons >t all ae fOr 
seed grown in the pdarastine arent 
State and federal! authorities are in- 
structed to forbid the use of plant- 
ing of seed from such districts, and 
to require its prompt milling within 
the state and, if possible, within the 
infested or regulated area where it 
is grown, 

‘All cotton seed mills are to be 
disinfected at the mills, quarantine 
reglations provide. All forms of 
lint cotton also are placed under 
joint control of a and federal au- 
thorities. 

Cotton rom the euibentinn area of 
Louisiana must gq out through the 
port of New Orleans. and that from 
Texas districts must pass through 
the ports of either Galveston, Hous- 
ton. Texas City or Port: Arthur. 

Other Requirements. 
The new regulations provide that 
shipments out of theese states can be 
made only through these ports. Ke- 
quirement also is made that such 
shipments, if they. re-enter the 
United States, must come’ by all-|

Sandy Hook, N. J., July 21.—Res- 
Olute, defender of tbe America’s 


yachting cup, came back today 
after two straight defeats, and won 
magnificently over the British 
challenger, Shamrock IV. 

Shamrock finishea a scant half 
boat length ahead, with a lead of 
19 seconds, but as she -had gained 
precisely tliat advantage at the 
start. the race was—miraculously 
1in yachting events—a. dedd heat 
over the thirty-mile course. Reso- 
lute won by. the amount of her han- 
dicap, seven minutes -and one sec- 
ond. The fourth race of: the series 
will be started Friday. 

Veteran yachtsmen who followed 
the’ trim craft through the. four 
hours, three minutes and. six seéc- 
ondg of racing time, thought back 
Pover * 
‘being ‘able ‘td eonfhre up a picture 
that could compare ‘with today's 
Spectacle. It was a re I yacht: race 
from the start, and it provided a 
finieh rivaling in closeness that of a 
neck-and-neck horse racé, - 

Resolute Takes Lend, 

Resolute had taken the lead 

early\in her favorite 15-mile beat 
to windward, and rounding the 
Stake with about a quarter of a 
mile lead, slipped swiftly down .the 
wind with spinnaker and balloon 
jib tbpsail blowing superbly. 
_ But Shamrock IYV., ‘with her 
greater spread of canvas, would not 
be denied, and slowly, but stead- 
ily, ate up the intervening distance, 
until, with little more than a mile 
to go, her bowsprit reached, then 
slowly began to creep past the de- 
fender’s stern. 

Inch by inch, as the~-spectators 
watched breathlessly, Shamrock IV. 
moved up and up. A mile from.the 
stake, they were running neck and 
neck through the fliffy little 
whitecaps turned yup by the breeze. 
They appeared so. close together 
from the press boats that it seemed 
as if a man might have jumped 
from challenger to defender. Actu- 
ally, the distance was several boat 
lengths. : 

Shamrock IV. kept up the steady 
crawl ahead until at the half-mile 
mark, from the line sne was nearly 
a full boat length ahead. 

Then Resolute caught a tiny ex- 
tra puff of wind from somewhere, 
and straining like a thoroughbred 
under the lash, crept up, slowly— 
almost imperceptibly. She had got 
her baw about even with Sham- 
rock’s towering mast when a puff 
of steam from the committee boat's 
‘whistle ‘registered Shamrock’s fin- 
ish. 

The little fleet of spectator craft, 
although smaller by far than that 
which. had gone out to-previous

Thir- 
ty minutes Iatér she was a wreck 
on Barren Island in Jamaica bay 
ten miles away. She had fallen intw 
the’ bay like a shot bird after a 
frantic race shoreward with the 
nose of her envelope collapsing as 
hydrogen gas_escaped from rents 
in the top of the bag. 

In the battle to reach the land- 
ing fleld after he discovered the 
airship’s plight, Lieutenant-A. W. 
Evans, her commander, had forced 
her 3,000 feet into the air by the 
sheer power of her twin engines.

SOVIET REFUSES, 
TO HALT WARFARE 


England Desired War 
When She Armed ~Po- 
land, Says Russian Re- 
-ply on Polish War Ulti- 
matum.

London, July 21.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—The refusal of the 
Russian soviet government to cease 
war against Poland at the behest 
of Great Britain is contained in.a 
Moscow wire dispatch received. here 
today. The refusa) also constitutes 
an appeal to the workers and peas- 
ants of soviet Russia and. the 
Ukraine. It is signed by Premier 
Lenine.. Minister of War Trotzky. 
Foreign Minister Tchitcherin and 
Commissioner of Justice Kurskli. 

“If England had not desired war,” 
the note said, “she would have stop- 
ped supplying Poland with muni- 
tions and money.

rion - Jackson opened the

Municipal league. He déclared that 
in every state where municipalities 
had been authorized by daw to de- 
velop their own electric current.

Washngton, July 21.—Mil@ and 
passenger transportation are _ to 
bear substantial portions of the 
rate increase to be asked by the 
railroads of the interstate com- 
merce commission to offset’ the 
$600,000,000 added yearly expense 
caused by the’ labor. board's wage 
award, it was announced today by 
A. P. Thom, general counsel for the 
Association of Railway Executives. 

After two days of continuous 
conferences, the executives, Mr. 
Thom said, have practically com- 
pleted recommendations for spread- 
ing the increased expense to the 
roads over passenger and _ freight 
traffic. -Only the detail work nec- 
essaty in figuring the percentages 
to be applied remains to be done, 
and the recommendations will be 
presented to the commission possi- 
bly tomorrow. 

Increase on Pullmans. 

Passenger fares #nd rates are not 
included in the pending applica- 
tion of the roads for a freight rate 
‘soe of approximatély 28 per 
cent® Mr. Thom declared,’ however, 
that it was planned to ask that 


the passénger traffic absorb as 
much as possible of the new $600,- 
000,000 charge against operation. 
increases will be asked on commu- 
tation and multiple tickets and on 
Pullman charges, he said, as well 
as on ordinary travel. Transporta- 
tion of mitk, on which no increase 
has heretofore been asked, is con- 
sidered as a combinatron of freight 
ee pomenane traffic, Mr. Thom 
ed.

Terms to the Chihli Faction 
,Amount to Complete 
| Capitulation. 


Peking, July 21.—Peace terms 
amounting to complete capitulation 
of the miiitary party have been of- 
fered by General Tuan Chi-Jui, the 
army commander, it was stated here 
today. The terms are being com- 
municated to. the leaders of the 
Chihli faction. , 

Tuan Chi-Jui, it is said, being 
confronted by what he considered 
unsurmountable'- diffculties, ten- 
dered his resignation of the army’s 
command, but President Hcu-Shih- 
Chang has not accepted it.

The 
Cox-HRoosevelt ticket, the ehieftains 
declare, has struck a popular cord 
and is sure to win out over the 
republican senatorial oligarchy per- 
sonified in Candidate Hardi-~~ 
Overturh Is Expected. 
“There are more than 100 dis- 
tricts in the United States now held 
by the republicans that @ expect 
to overturn this fall,” Renresenta- 
tive Edward W. Pou, member of 


the democratic congressional cam- 
paign committee, said today. “We 
consider these districts not only de- 
batable ground, but we believe thai 
we are gong to win in them, 

“Of course,” he added, “there are 
some democratic districts in which 
the situation looks dark now.

But in con- 
Sidering his availability for the 
place, his physi¢al condition must 
be taken into account’ and his 
friends in Washington fear that he 
would not be a receptive candidate 
even if he knew that he could ve 
it.

Lower House Passes Privi- 
| leged Resolution Extend- 
ing Invitation. 


An invitation was extended Wed- 
negday morningyby the Georgie 
house of represéntatives’ to Gov- 
ernor James M. Cox and Secretary 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, democratic 
candidates for president and vice 
president, respectively, to visit 
Georgia and to speak to the people 
of this state upon issues of the day.

This resolution had been set 
for special and continuous order for 
Tuesday, and as no action was taken 
upon it before adjournment Wed- 
nesday, it will come before the 
house again suerecsy morning, 
The Knight een tn on took up 
ractically the entire time of the 
ouse Wednesday, there being a 
number of speakers on both sides 
taking part in the very spirited de- 
bate. After two minor amendments 
had been introduced, Mr. Culpep- 
per, of Fayette, was recognized. 
He declared that the Knight con- 
troversy Was a mogt serious mat- 
ter, and made a plea for a wise and 
fair adjustment. He spoke in op- 
position to the Knight resolution, 
quoting figures to show why the 
Knight resolution should not be al- 
lowed to pass, and according to his 
view, disturb the reat highway 
rogram that is being carried out 
n the state. 
Representative Moore, of Butts, 
spoke with spirit in favor of the 
resolution, saying that the program 
mapped out by the highway commis- 
sion to date only touched fifty of 
the one hundred and fifty or more 
counties in the state. He said that 
out of the 4,800 miles of post roads 
to be constructed, not one mile 
would be built in his county. 
- Mr. William. of Bulloch, spoke in 
the interest or harmony, urging the 
representatives to get together in 
the interest of the highway sys- 


em. 
Representative Covington, of Col- 
quitt, made a telling appeal against 
the Knight resolution, saying that 
the legtslators should get squarely 
behind the great proposed system 
of highways for the state, and 
that the highway law did not con- 
template county road systems, but 
a comprehensive system for the 
entire state. He suggested that if 
the motor tax fund is distributed it 
shoudl be prorated upon a basis of 
the amounts paid in by each of the 
ounties.

RELEASE OF DEBS 


Wires Harding and Cox 


Demand Socialist Candi- 
date’s Release From At- 
lanta Pen. 


Denver, Colo., July 21.—Parley P. 
Christensen, farmer-labor party 
| candidate for president. today tel- 
egraphed to Senator Harding, re- 
publican nominee, and Governor 
Cox, democratic candidate, sug- 
gesting that all join in a demand 
upon President Wilson to imme- 
diately release Eugene V, Dehs 
from prison. 

The text of the message follows: 

“I have been selected by the 
farmer-labor party as its candidate 
for president of the United States. 
It is my intention to inaugurate as 
quickly as possible a nation-wide 
campaign in behalf of the ideals >f 
political and industrial democracy 
embraced in the platform of that 
party. 

Wants Clear Field. 

“But I dislike utterly to start on 
such a campaign while one of my 
opponents is in prison and espe- 
clally while he is in prison for no 
crime other than an honest public 
expression of, his political views. 
I refcr to Eugene V. Debs, nominee 
of the socialist party. 

“The war has been over for 
nec: , two years and whatever jus- 
tification there might have been on 
the part of the government for 
denying Debs his freedom during 
the war has now been dissipated 
by twenty months of peace. Mr. 
Debs may be utterly wrong in his 
ideas of how best to conduct the 
affairs of society, and so may | be, 
and so may you, but my conception 
of liberty includes the right to 
think wrong. I say to Mr. Debs 
and to others with whom 1 dis- 
agree, including the candidates of 


ties, ‘I loathe your ideas like death, 
but I will defend with my life your 
right to express them.’

entered in a race in which he is a 
competitor. Yur sense of sports- 
manship must have Jed you, since 
your nomination, to consider the 
position of Debs. I beseech an 
answer from you to this proposal.”

The 
women there extendeg the suffrage 
doctrines through their organiza- 
tions, and Tennessee women were 
long ago recognized among the 
leading suffragists spirits of the 
nation. : : 

Though it would be surprising as 
a southern state that Tennessee 
should be the one to ratify, and 
thus bring the triumph, it would not 
be surprising to those who know 
the history of the suffrage move- 
ment in this country. and who know 
the valiant work the suffragists of 
Tennessee have done for many 
years. It would be a. matter of 
great rejoicing among the women 
of Georgia, and the sister southern

Washington, July 21.—Jack John- 
son returned to the United States 
because he could not make money 
any other place. 

This explanation was given today 
by operatives of the department of 
justice who scoffed at the idea that 
it was love of country which 
brought back the former champion 
pugilist. 

-Since 1913 when Johnson fled the 
country under indictment for yiola- 
tion of the white slave act, gdévern- 
ment agents have kept informed of 
the actions and movements of tne 
fugitive. . 

Johnson left Europe after resid- 
ing in England, France and Spain, 
because he became so unpopular it 
was not pleasant for him to fre- 
main. According to the reports sent 
here, his recent residence in Mexico 
has failed to develop financially 
because the inhabitants haven't 
money for sports. Although John- 
son has made large sums of money 
during his seven years’ absence, his 
= luck has been bad, it was 
said. 

“Johnson has been forced to live 
by his wits for months. We knew 
it was only a matter of time that 
he would come across the border 
with the intention of serving out 
his sentence and then re-entering 
the rime.” one of the justice offi- 
cials said. 


Admits Laying 


Down on Jess. 


Los Angeles, July 21.—In. his 
“first public statement upon my re- 
turn to the good old United States,” 
issued today from the county jail, 
Jack Johnson, former world's heavy 
weight champion, reiterated that he 
had “laid down to Jess Willard at 
Havana,” said he had made many 
mistakes and was sorry, and de- 
clared he could “lick any man in 
the world today.” 

Johnson, who- surrendered Tues- 
day at the Mexican border town 
of Tiajuana, Lower California, is 
to start tomorrow in*custody of fed- 
eral officers for Chicago, where 
he is under sentence for violation 
of the Man act. 

In his statement, issued through 
the sporting editor of The Los An- 
geles Express, Johnson declared 
that he had done secret service 
work in Spaia during the world war 
at the request of a Major Lang, of 
the United States army, paying 
half his own expenses. On his ar- 
rival in Chicago, he said he would 
get in touch with Major Lang. 

An order for removal of Johnson 
to Chicago, where he is under sen- 
tence for violation of the Mann act, 
was signed in the United States diz- 
trict court today. Johnson will 
start eastward tomorrow, accord- 
ing to the United States marshal.
